KAPLAN SAID, “I am amazed 
at Dr. Abraham Heschel who 
compared the Zionist movement 
to the Democratic or Republican 
party,” 

The 82-year-old renowned the- 
dlogian said that the United Syn- 
agogue must have a voice in 
Zionist activities because “Juda- 
ism can have no future without 
the Zionist movement.” 


Dr. Heschel, professor at the 
Jewish Theological Seminary nad 
Said earlier that he would be un- 
happy to see the Roman Catholic 
Church join either the Republi- 
‘an or Democratic party. He

Conservative Rabbi 
Officiates At 
Israeli Wedding 


KIAMESHA LAKE, N. Y. 
(P-O)—A Conservative rabbi 
has officiated at a wedding 
in Israel. 

During the United Syna- 
gogue convention here, Dr. 
Mordecai Kaplan declared 
that Conservative rabbis can- 
not officiate at weddings in 
Israel. Kaplan was _inter- 
rupted by Dr. Simon Green- 
berg, vice chancellor of the 
Jewish Theological Semin- 
ary. Greenberg said, “I my- 
self officiated at the mar- 
riage of one of our students 
in Jerusalem.” 

Orthodox rabis under the 
auspices of the Israel Chief 
Rabbinate are required to 
officiate at all weddings in 
Israel. 





OPINION, “It will take time. 
It is not a defeat at all.” 

He added: “I am not Moshe 
Dayan who won the Sinai cam- 
paign with a blitzkrig, and the 
United Synagogue members are 
not Arabs.” 

Goldmann also said that ac- 
cording to Dr. Greenberg, the 
United Synagogue cannot par- 
ticipate in the Presidents Con- 
ference or in the National Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Coun- 
cil, or for that matter any body 
that does not recognize the syn- 
agogue primarily as such, and 
engages in political activities. 
Goldmann said the United Syn- 
agogue position is inconsistent. 

Throughout the debate Kaplan 
and Goldmann hammered home 
the point that the time has come 
when the very existence of the 
Jewish people demands that all 
Jewish religious forces identify 
with the Zionist movement. 

They called Zionism and Ju- 
daism mutually indispensible. 





Temple Moves 
Are Criticized 
At Reform Meet 


MIAMI BEACH (P-O) — The 
move to suburbia was interpreted 
as a flight “away from civil 
rights and from problems of 
juvenile delinquency, urban and 
human maladjustment” before 
the convention here of lay leaders 
of the U. S. Reform Movement. 


MARVIN BRAITERMAN, Bal- 
timore attorney, speaking for the 
national commission for social 
action of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, accused 
congregations of running from 
cities to the suburbs and carry- 
ing their temples with them, He 
said that this movement took 
place after non-whites moved into 
their old neighborhoods. 

“It is not enough to be present 
in the city only for the purpose 
ef making a living. The city 
needs active participation of pur- 
poseful and conscientuous dedi- 
cation to the social creed of Ju- 
daism among more of its resi- 
dents,” he declared. 


IN ANOTHER session the del- 
egates heard that the million 


members of Reform Jewish fame] ec: 
ilies today would probably be 


doubled in the next decade. A. B. 
Polinsky, of San Diego, Cailif., 
called for an intensified effort 
to attract the “unaffiliated two 
million” U. S. Jews into the syn- 
agogue, 

A report showing the disparity 
of enthusiasm between parents in 
Jewish education for themselves 
and their children was made by 
Solomon B. Elsner, Hartford, 
Conn., chairman of the UAHC 
board. 


THE REPORT cited the in- 
increasing enrollments of Jew- 
ish children in Reform religious 
schools, and noted “the enthusi- 
asm with whici parents dispatch 
their children to these schools.”

In strong terms, the head of the 
American Reform movement pro- 
tested against “Israel’s rejection 
of rabbis made in Cincinnati or 
New York” while accepting 
American equipment and techni- 
cians. He said that a “sterile Or- 
thodoxy” with a “stranglehold” 
on religious life in Israel has 
established a virtual ban on Lib- 
eral expressions of Judaism in 
the Jewish state.” 





Committee, B’nai B'rith Agency 


SAN FRANCISCO (P-O) — A 
dispute over a resolution calling 
for stepped-up efforts to bring 
the American Jewish Committee 
and B’nai B’rith into full co-oper- 
ation with the National Commu- 
nity Relations Advisory Council 
marked the Jewish Federation 
and Welfare Funds convention 
here. 

Walter Hilborn, of Los An- 
geles, a vice-president of the 
American Jewish Committee pro- 
posed an amendment to the res- 
olution touching off a stormy 
discussion. Hilborn proposed that 
reference to the six national and 
49 local and regional agencies of 
the NCRAC be deleted and that 
the sentence, “This may involve 
changes in the basic structure of 
the NCRAC,” be added. 

LEWIS H. WEINSTEIN, Bos- 
ton, and Julian Freeman of 
Indianapolis, strongly objected 





to the amendment, They stated 
the amendment would make dis- 
cussion among the agencies more 
difficult. 

Hilborn’s most influential 
backer was Label Katz, president 
of B’nai B’rith. Katz urged the 
adoption of the amendment so 
that the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B'rith may work more 
freely with the CJFWF commit- 
tee to achieve as much of the 
objective of the resolution as pos- 
sible. 

Hilborn’s amendment was de- 
feated altholigh strong suport 
appeared in the voice vote. The 
originél resolution was_ then 
passed and adopted. 

KATZ AND Hilborn told the 
POST and OPINION that the 
amendment was needed if the

He said that 
Jewish communities should grad- 
ually begin to give up sole re- 
sponsibility for the maintenance 
of hospitals and social service 
agencies and which are serving 
increasingly large numbers of 
non-Jews, 


His proposal was eontested by 





Mrs. Charles Laroff of Detroit 
who stated that these Jewish 
agencies are essential to hold- 
ing together the Jewish commu- 
nity. 

IRVING KANE, newly-elected 
president of The Council of Jew- 
ish Federations and Welfare 
Funds, told The POST and OPIN- 
ion’s Carl Alpert, “This matter 
deserves another generation of 
study. Perhaps the trend will be 
in the direction of further extend- 
ing government aid to agenc‘es 
and institutions operattd by the 
Jewish community in the wel- 
fare field.” 

A possibly momentous devel- 
opment of the convention was ‘he 
establishment of an American 
Jewish cultural center. The cul- 
tural center grew out of a study 
by a lay committee headed by 
Freeman (P-O, Oct. 23).

Rabbi Jospe said thata 
Jewish student told him: “We 
are not lax. We are relaxed. 
Look at the mess you adults left 
us. We don’t want to get in- 
volved. We are just waiting.” 
The student said the things he 
wanted out of life were a job, 
security, an attractive wife, car 
and a home. 

THE HILLEL official deplored 
these life goals as inadequate for 
a college man who should be 
lifting his sights to attain in- 
dependence of mind, and searcn 
for truth, wisdom and beauty. 
These are the values that Hillel 
can inculcate if the collegian 
will only expose himself, Rabbi 
Jospe said. 

Only a small minority of Jew- 
ish students across the country 
expose themselves to the Hillel 
program to any extent, Rabbi 
Jospe declared. 

Will the college-educated Jew- 
ish community of the future be 
a vigorous, informed Jewry, or 
stagnant, ignorant and neglect- 
ful, Rabbi Jospe asked. He said, 
"It doesn’t entirely depend on 
Hillel The Jewish background 
or lack of it before the student

enters college determines how 
much he will let himself partici- 
pate in the Hillel program. N 

HE REPORTED the results of 
a survey that revealed that most 
Jewish students affirm their 
Jewishness without feelings of 
tenseness or discomfort. The 
study, however, showed a de- 
crease in religious feeling among 
students. 

What happens, said the Hille: 
official, is that students do not 
lose religion in college, but lose 
their childhood notions of reli- 
gion which were frozen at about 
the sixth grade level of Sunday 
school. 

When the student’s childhood 
notions of religion encounter 
scientific, psychological and phil- 
osophical teachings in college, he 
jettisons his immature religious 
ideals, said Rabbi Jospe.

NEW YORK (P-O) — Mixed 
pews in synagogues distract 
prayer because “men are human 
and are prone to forget prayer 
books and rivet their attention 
on the beautiful blond and bru- 
hette in the next pew, Rabbi Nor- 
man Lamm writes in “Tradition.” 

“It is simply too much to ask 
of a man that he sit in the com- 
pany of lovely women, and at 
the same time undergo a great 
religious experience, Rabbi Lamm 
declared, : 

RABBI LAMM is editor of the 
new Orthodox journal “Tradi- 
tion” and assistant to the famed 
Rabbi Leo Jung of the Jewish 
Center of New York. 

He states that a woman simply 
cannot “feel the presence of God, 
When she is far more interested 
in exhibiting a new dress or at- 
tracting some man. 

“When the sexes are separated, 
the chances for such distraction 
are greatly reduced,” Rabbi 
Lamm declares, 

Continuing, Rabbi Lamm 
Writes: 

“THIS ARGUMENT has often 
been objected to on the grounds 
(ees 








that it takes an unrealistic and 
exaggerated view of man’s erotic 
responsiveness and that certainly 
devout Jews who come to pray 
should not be suspected of ro- 
mantic daydreaming.” 

Jewish sages who lived in a 
period of greater moral restraint 
had a keener and more realistic 
insight into psychology than 
many in today’s sophisticated so- 
ciety, Rabbi Lamm writes. 

Mixed seating is conducive 
to a kind of frivolity in the syna- 
goguge — not disrespectful, but 
levity nonetheless, he states, 
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childhood notions of religion are 
shattered by the collision with 
college learning. Hillel must 
make Jewish identity meaning- 
ful and a satisfactory experience 
he said.

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JEWISH AGENCY COMPETES WITH PRIVATE

Shortly before his death Justice 
Louis Brandeis told a well-known 
European Zionist (now residing 
in Jerusalem): “The difference 
between your Zionism and my 
Zionism, Dr. B., is that your link 
with Palestine leads through the 
Zionist Organization of the 
World, while my link with Pale- 
stine is direct, and I am not so 
much concerned with the Zion- 
ists in other countries who are 
represented in the WZO.” 

Today we have the Jewish 
Agency (which is the Executive 
of the WZO) claiming the sov- 
ereign rights of a world author- 
ity and demanding that al] links 
between the Diaspora and Is- 
rael be cleared through it. Some 
readers will remember that when 
the Prime Minister of Israel in- 
vited some prominent American 
Jews to Jerusalem, His Exilarchic 
Eminence, Dr. Nahum Goldmann 





voiced a strong protest against 
this encroachment by the Israel 
Government on his authority: 
he should at least have been con- 
sulted, he claimed. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion rightly ignored 
this protest and no group or 
leader in American Jewry, except 
those directly affected, even 
throught of questioning the wis- 
dom of this direct link between 
Israel and any group or individ- 
ual in American Jewry. The larg- 
er interest of the Zionist cause— 
as distinct from the narrow in- 
stitutional interests of the Zionist 
organization — demand that there 
be a free flow of communication 
between Israel and the Diapora, 
without any unnecessary artifi- 
cial barriers. The experience of 
the past 11 years has amply dem- 
onstrated that the vast majority 
of American Jewry will back 
Ben-Gurion’s stand in this mat- 
ter. 
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EXPERIENCE has also demon- 
strated that where American 
Jews, as groups or as individuals, 
offer of their experience and 
know-how to help Israel, with- 
out the mediation of the intricate 
centralized rigid bureacratic 
methods of the Jewish Agency, 
they do better work. Joseph Maz- 
er has given Israel an efficient 
and growing paper industry; Sam 
Hanburg has taught them how to 
raise cotton; other Jews have 
given Israel a rubber tire in- 
dustry which enjoys a fine ex- 
port trade; Hadassah has given 
Israel the best that modern medi- 
cine can offer; the American 
Technion Society has given Is- 
rael much modern skill and some 
fine American professors; the 
Weizmann Institute has given to 
Israel some of the top scientists 
in the world, some as residents, 
others as friends abroad — the 
most famous of the latter being 
Robert Oppenheimer. 

American Jews might be able 
to help Israel in her important 
and very vital shipping industry 
But that was handled by the 
Jewish Agency in New York and 
all it produced is Gottlieb Ham- 
mer as the New Onassis. 

THE DIFFERENCES between 
Louis Brandeis and the European 
Zionists first arose in 1920 and 
1921 when Brandeis came out 
against the idea of the “com- 
mingling of funds,” proposed by 
the Keren Hayesod. The latter 
body (Palestine Foundat'on 
Fund) was going to use 80 per 
cent of its intake for pure philan- 
thropy (in the constructive sense 
—-settling Jews ir. Palestine) and 
20 ped cent as investments in 
profit-bearing ventures. Brandeis 
insisted that the two should be 
kept separate. 

It would take us too long to 
go into the history of this whole 
business. What is important fot 
us to bear in mind today the 
Jewish Agency has many in- 
vestments. Some of them ante- 
date the State — which is, per- 
haps, excusable, since the Agency 
before the State acted as the 
Jewish Government of Palestine 
and a government can have in- 
vestments But other investments 
are only now being contemplated 
—11 years after the establish- 
ment of the State of Israel. 
The Jewish Agency has old in- 
vestments in the shipping line 
ZIM (which explains American 
Jewry’s gift to Israel of Gott- 
lieb Hammer as a shipping mag- 
nate), in the Water Resource 
Company Mekorot and some 
other vital concerns. Today, as 
the Histadrut owned Tnuva co- 
operative is considering the erec- 
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INVESTMENT IN ISRAEL 


tion of food processing plants to 
take care of the present sur- 
pluses in vegetables, fruits and 
dairy products, it proposes tha‘ 
the required 20 million pound in- 
vestment be shared between the 
Tnuva, the Government and the 
Agency. This would put the Jew- 
ish Agency (which is financed 
by the United Jewish Appeal) 
into the business of manufactur- 
ing tomato juice, grape juice, 
wine, vinegar, powdered milk 
egg-powder, etc. 

Now, we are all happy that Is- 
rael, in a short few years, has 
made the transition from food 
shortage to food surplus and that 
it can manufacture the above 
items for home use and for ex- 
port. But why should it be 
done with UJA money, when 
there is the Israel Bonds? 

The proposal to enlist the par- 
ticipation of the Jewish Agency 
ir food processing has been made 
by the very able head of Tnuva, 
Mr. Verlinsky of Tel Aviv. Mr. 
Verlinsky’s reasons are that the 
new immigrants are bound to 
benefit from the new venture 
(by being able to sell more of 
their produce and by getting jobs 
in the new plants) and since the 
Jewish Agency’s business is to 
take care of new immigrants, it 
ought to invest in the new plants. 
BUT THE Israel Bonds, and 
PEC and AMPAL and the new 
Israel Investment Corporation 
and Joe Mazer’s Paper Mills and 
the Alliance Tire Company and 
the General Tire Company — 
they are all taking care of new 
immigrants in one way or an- 
other. Constructive philanthropy 
is all right, but there is no sense 
in carrying it too far. A line has 
to be drawn somewhere. 

If plans like Mr. Verlinsky’s 
materialize, then Israel will per- 
petuate the anomaly of two gov- 
ernments in the same small coun- 
try, one responsible to the pes- 


ple of Israel, the other — the 
Jewish Agency in theory — jig 
a fictitious abstraction, calleq 
world Jewry. The 5 or 10 million 
dollars Mr. Verlinsky needs tg 
enable him to open up food pro 
cessing plants in Israel should 
be raised without touching UJA 
money. This is the time to re 
member Louis Brandeis’ warning 
about the “commingling of 
funds.” 

AMERICAN Jews are civilized 
enough to appreciate the larger 
aspects of philanthropy. They 
have no objections to UJA money 
being used for teaching immi- 
grants’ children Hebrew, trades, 
geography or mathematics, They 
will even take pride in the fact 
that some of the money is used 
to granting scholarships to de- 
serving immigrant students in 
Israel for the University or the 
Technion. But they have every 
justification in resenting the pre- 
sumptuousness of the Jewish 
Agency in using UJA funds for 
teaching Talmud or Hebrew in 
America. American Jews have 
remonstrated their ability to fi- 
nance .their own cultural and el- 
ucational institutions, which, by 
the way, are doing infinitely bet- 
ter work than those directed by 
the Jewish Agency in this coun 
try.

And what is even more 
important in Israel, is that now 
there are 5,000£ ($2,600) Bar 
Mitzvahs, just like in America. 
So all you need is cowboys and 
Indians on television, the electric 
stove which turns the roast auto- 
matically, diet pills, deodorants, 
and you'll have it made. 

OF COURSE, with statehood 
will come some new responsibli- 
ties. That sport shirt, open-at- 
the-collar, for instance. The 
American Jews do not like that 
one bit. I do very well as a speak- 
er occasionally for the United 
Jewish Appeal, but I know that 
I would probably do much better 
and get more money if Ben-Gur- 
ion began to wear a wing collar, 
black tie, and Prince Albert coat. 
One more bit of friendly advice: 
Please do not let the American 
Jews see Abba Eban in his shirt 
sleeves and without a necktie, 
as I saw him the other evening. 
There’s a limit to the sacrifices 
ycu can demand of the Ameri- 
can Jews. Ah, how the balebatim 
(“leaders”) rejoiced in their 
hearts every time this highly- 
cultivated and magificently-at- 
tired Ambassador appeared on 
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television. He looked for all the 
world like a young Bernard Ba- 
ruch, 

No, it would be extremely cruel 
tu ask the American Jews to as- 
sume this new burden of the 
open _ sport-shirt. Enough is 
enough, I once knew a rabbi 
right in my own state of North 
Carolina who received a terrible 
reprimand because he was seen 
walking down Main Street with- 
out a necktie, and his sport shirt 
outside his pants. (I think this 
hurt President Truman _ very 
much when he was photographed 
at Key West with his sport shirt 
outside the pants. Luckily people 
forget easily and the former pres- 
ident has made a good come 
back.) But coming back to the 
reprimanded rabbi, the balebatim 
invoked the standing rule which 
gaverns our day-to-day living, 
namely, “What Will the Gentiles 
Say?” 


BUT AS A plain matter of fact, 
the Gentiles rarely “say” any- 
thing. They are busy with their 
own affairs, their own worries, 
and their own nonsense. It’s only 
the Jew who echoes himself when 
he asks the question, “What Will 
the Gentiles Say?” In 99 cases 
cut of a hundred the Gentile is 
an innocent bystander. 

Our esteemed Ambassador, Mr 
Reid, may not like it if I inter- 


fered in Israel’s politics, especial- 
ly during this very hot campaign. 
but when it comes to politics I 
am off like a fire horse to a fire 
alarm. And so I would like to 
write a speech for any candidates 
with sufficient imagination to 
see its possibilities. I call this 
The Golden Plan for Greater 
Prosp¢rity for Israel. You Israelis 
are now reading my book Only 
In America, in which I have a 
plan for the solution of the racial 
problem called the Vertical Negro 
Plan. So here now is my plan for 
the Greater Prosperity of Israel. 
All over the country I have seen 
the benefits derived from the 
German Atonement Reparations, 
and I believe that Franciso Fran- 
co of Spain should not go un- 
disturbed. I would send Mr. 
Franco a bill, (our historians can 
arrive at a fair estimate) for the 
property and wealth expropriated 
by the Spaniards from the Jews 
during the Spanish Inquisition, 
1491-1506, and after that would 
come the Mother Country. Eng- 
land’s fairness would bring an 
immediate response to the Israeti 
invoice for the monies confiscated 
from Nathan of York and other 
Jews at the time of the expulsion 
in the year 1290. I think this 
would be a good platform for one 
of your 26 parties.

CHESTNUT STUFFING 
1 cup fat or shortening 
1 cup minced onions 
1 tsp. sage 
1 tsp. thyme 
1% tsps. salt 
% tsp. pepper 
4% cup chopped parsely 
% cup chopped celery, with 
leaves 
2 quarts soft bread cubes or 
crumbs 
1 pound chestnuts, cooked, 
shelled and chopped 
Melt the shortening in a skillet 
and add all ingredients except the 
bread and chestnuts. Cook for 
five minutes, stirring to blend 
well. Add to the bread and chest- 
nuts. Toss lightly with two forks. 
Cool before stuffing bird. 
Makes 10 cups enough for an 
8 to 10 pound bird.

Sarah Berman’s Work 
Will Be Shown In 
New York Exhibit 


By HELEN COHEN 

A couple of weeks ago, I told 
you about artist Sarah Berman 
and the high praise her work 
had evoked posthumouly from 
at critic Bennett Schiff in the 
New York Post. 

He had written of her “unique, 
visionary, tender, honest, human 
art,” and that now that she is 
gone her efforts would be ap- 
preciated. 

It seems that he wasn’t. the 
only critic who was stirred by 
sarah Berman's art. We have a 
yetter from her husband, Levi 
Berman, in which he records the 
reactions of a few others and tells 
of the forthcoming exhibition of 
her work. He writes: 


“4] WAS QUITE touched by 
your column. It was thoughtful 
of you, after the lapse of more 
than a year to try to find out 
what has happened to the work 
of an artist who gave a lifetime 
te her art and who got for her- 
self practically nothing in re- 
turn. 

“Many of your readers, from 
New York and other places, have 
written or phoned me about the 
fate of her pictures. 

“Answering this inquiry I want 
to say that the first step in a 
case where a considerable 
amount of work in several medi- 
ums was left, largely unsigned 
and untitled, was to make a full 
record of it. This is now almost 
completed. My own sickness and 
hospitalization was quite a hind- 
rance, of course. Now a repre- 
sentative memorial exhibition is 
scheduled for March or April 
1960 at the Graham Gallery, 1014 
Madison Ave., New York. This 
and subsequent shows will bring 
the public the full scope of the 
work of Sarah Berman during 
the different periods of her life, 
thus enabling a critical evalua- 
tion of her art.

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and comparative obscurity will 
be raised. In the first place, the 
immediate circle of people among 
whom she spent all of her life 
will come in for consideration. 
In general, the problem of an 
artist’s neglect is quite an in- 
volved one and may seem to be 
puzzling, but I do not intend 
to take it up at this point. When 
her work is exposed to public 
view the time will be to delve 
into that strange case. Suffice 
it only for me to say now that 
there are rare individuals, who 
not only spend their lives under 
a sort of compulsion to realize 
their mission and are so com- 
pletely immersed in their inner 
life, that they are incapable to 
pursue the universal aim of fur- 
thering one’s worldly interests. 
One occasionally not only lacks 
the ‘know how’ of ‘getting on’ 
and achieving success, but does 
not really know what it is all 
about. Although a high price is 
evacted for such ‘negligence,’ 
there is the compense that one’s 
inner life remains much undis- 
turbed by outside activities, their 
art remaining pure and _ intact, 
to which all effort is devoted, in- 
stead of giving a good part of 
their lifetime to all manner of 
activities, often quite sordid and 
degrading to a real artist. 


“ALTHOUGH she received lit- 
tle recognition in her life, on the 
few occasions when she _ ex- 
hibited, Sarah Berman did not 
fail to attract the appreciative 
notice of the art critics, although 
it did not avail her much to be- 
comt a ‘success.’ It was the 
eminent Henry McBride, the ven- 
erated dean of American art 
critics, who first noticed her 
work among many hundreds of 
exhibits at the old Independents, 
and who later wrote about her 
first one-man show: “Sarah Ber- 
man has an untrammeled imagi- 
nation.” When “once she goes 
into the trance to paint, then any- 
thing can happen. This perfect 
fearlessness of approach results 
in some pictures that have the 
power to astonish even in this 
day and generation .. .” Another 
veteran art critic remarked about 
the same exhibition: “This artist 
is entirely unknown to me.. 
Her paintings have in no ordinary 
degree the fusing of the things 
said with the manner of saying, 
so that there is no separating 
the two in the unity of impres- 
sion. A door swings open into a 
world of the artist’s imagination, 
but so vivid is this world into 
which she draws you that it 
seems, even momentarily, more 
real than the facts of experience.” 


“ON ANOTHER occasion, Eliz- 
abeth Sacartoff, art critic of Time 
and later of P.M., wrote: “It is 
not every day that an art ex- 
hibition starts all the strings 
humming inside -of you. But 
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NEW YORK (P-O) — Hebrew 
school teachers employed by Or- 
thodox Yeshivas and Talmud 
Tora schools in the New York 
Metropolitan area, are in a con- 
troversy with the Hebrew Teach- 
ers Union, Local 1707, AFL-CIO. 

The main issue is whether a 
Hebrew teacher should be a mem- 
ber of the Labor movement. A 
number of Hebrew teachers fav- 
or unionization. Others prefer to 
join independent teachers asso- 
ciations. 


A CHECK with Hebrew teach- 
ers in this area, reveals a definite 
trend. Teachers employed by 
modern Orthodox schools, large- 
ly without financial problems, 
favor complete unionization. 
Teachers working for ultra Or- 
thodox schools faced with fi- 
nancial difficulties oppose any 
link with the Labor movement. 

Several teachers of the MILI 
Yeshiva, a sustaining modern 
Orthodox school, told this report- 
er, “If money can be found to 
build a gymnasium and to mod- 
ernize classes, why can’t they 
find money to “modernize” teach- 
er salaries? Certainly these fa- 
cilities are important, they added, 
but without a teacher inside 
them, what good can they do?” 


A TEACHER employed by the 
Rambam Yeshiva in Brooklyn, 
which is also a sustaining school, 
stated: “Hebrew teachers like 
any other professional are en- 
titled to decent working condi- 
tions. If there is a shortage of 
funds for this purpose, tuition 
must be raised. It seems to me 
that the parent must be called 
upon to make a financial sacri- 
fice, not the teacher.” Most teach- 
ers working for these modern 





lines transform commonplace 
domesticity into something rare 
and glorious . . . She paints thtse 
people with a reverence and a 
love which is almost holy .. . It 
is a wonderfull feeling .. . She 
never had an art lesson . . She 
found a sanctuary in her Union 
Square studio, far from fellow 
artists ... Her art grew into a 
religion — so deep set, she for- 
gets she rarely sells a_ pict- 
we. 

On her last exhibition, Dore 
Ashton, critic of the New York 
Times, wrote: “The microscopic 
view of the world — the same 
tender pantheistic approach found 
in Van Eyck — is epitomized in 
these fresh and primitive oils 
Everything is equated to every- 
thing: birds and toads and berries 
and sky and flowers, all are 
equal in the eyes of the painter. 
Above all one is impressed with 
her ability to record all the won- 
derful small elements in nature. 
Her own spirit is like a wild 
flower.” 
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Orthodox schools, feel that with- 
out a strong union behind them 
their demands will be ignored, 
however, for fear of reprisal they 
decline to openly favor the un- 
ion. 

ON THE other hand, teachers 
employed by ultra Ortho-?ox 
schools, although earning less 
and working longer hours than 
the others, surprisingly enough, 
seem to be quite satisfied with 
their lot. As one Torah Vodas 
teachers put it, “Alevai” they 
don’t give me a decrease in sal- 
ary, how can I ask for more 
money when the Yeshiva cannot 
afford to pay my present salary?” 

What is now an open dispute, 
started, when early this year, an 
unprecedented Hebrew teachers 
strike called by local 1707, para- 
lyzed the Hebrew Institute 
of Long Island in Far Rock- 
away, New York. For the first 
time in America Hebrew teachers 
were seen picketing a Yeshiva 
and displaying protest signs. 

CLASSES were closed during 
10 school days. The new gymnas- 
ium being built at the school, 
could not be completed in time, 
because construction workers re- 
fused to cross picket lines. 

A memorandum asking teach- 
ers to return to their jobs was 
issued by influential Orthodox 
rabbis in the Far Rockaway area 
Teachers yeilded to this proclama- 
tion and returned to their desks. 
However, the strike met with 
some opposition from teachers 
who now felt that independent 
unions must be formed. As a re- 
sult, Torah Umesorah started a 
drive for teachers to join the 
Agudas Morei Torah, headed by 
Rabbi Chaim Auerbach and af- 
filiated with Torah Umesorah. 

RABBI Auerbach stated that his 
union strongly opposes any ‘ink 
with the Labor movement. This 
he added, would disregard the 
opinion of our great religious 
leaders. Rabbi Auerbach refused 
to reveal how many teachers 
were members of his union.

for lecal 1707, said that the He- 
brew teachers union joined 
local 1707 on Jan. 1, 1959, and 
therefore they are entitled to 
“full labor support. 


“WHAT we want,” Weinstein 
said, “is a fair deal for teacners 
as professional people. Teachers 
are underpaid, have no grievance 
machinery available and most 
important, are being defied 
fringe policies and curriculum. 
This is their own affair. How- 
ever,” he continued, “schoo] offi- 
cials and interested ‘Baalei Ba- 
tim’ will have to consider the 
teachers first when deciding the 
school’s financial allocations.” 

When asked about the possibil- 
ity of the union calling another 
strike, thus completely paralyz- 
ing the struck school, Mr. Wein- 
stein declined to commit himself, 
but when pressed, admitted that 
this step has been considered. 
“The union will press the fight 
to gain recognition as a har- 
gaining agent for the teachers” 
concluded the union spokesman. 

Rabbi Jacob I. Nislick, execue 
tive director of the Hebrew insti- 
tute of Long Island said that his 
institution has a one year con- 
tract with its teachers, therefore, 
another strike is unlikely to take 
place. Many new concessions 
were made for the teachers, Rab- 
bi, Nislick said. 
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WHO IS TO BLAME? 


The sharp attack (P-O, Nov. 13) by two national Jew- 
ish leaders on statements made by the president of the 
American Jewish Committee which criticized efforts of 
American Jewish community leaders to set up a meeting 
with Khrushchev derives from the split in the U. S. Jew- 
ish community. 


PHILIP KLUTZNICK is of course chairman of the 
Presidents Conference, and former president of the B’nai 
B'rith. Dr. Joachim Prinz is president of the American 
Jewish Congress. The two challenged statements made by 
Herbert Ehrmann, president of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee. 

But this is not the sole story, for the B’nai B'rith, is 
a partner with the American Jewish Committee in the 
Joint Defense Appeal, which is the fund-raising arm of 
B'nai B’rith’s Anti-Defamation League and the American 
Jewish Committee. Also the ADL is aligned with the 
American Jewish Committee in a negative way—the two 
dropped out of the National Community Relations Ad- 
visory Council, and thus have prevented a unified pro- 
gram in the field of protecting the rights of Jews and 
others. 


NOW THE CURRENT dispute throws all these splits 
into sharp outline, because had the American Jewish Com- 
mittee been a member of the Presidents Conference—it 
is the only national Jewish organization that is not— 
then these differences would have been ironed out where 
they Should have been, in the give and take of the con- 
ference room. 

The POST and OPINION is involved in this situation 
too. For it was a remark by a member of the Russian 
delegation to the United Nations to a reporter for The 
P-O which led to the immediate setting into motion of 
machinery which it was hoped would select and instruct 
a delegation to meet Khrushchev in the name of U. S. 
Jewry. 

THE GIST OF Mr. Ehrmann’s remarks indicate that 
private behind-the-scenes negotiations might have led to 
success. This is possibly a valid statement, for no one 
knows what might have been the best approach. 

But the program of the Presidents Conference, which 
called the major U. S. Jewish organizations into consul- 
tation, is the only one which a democratic Jewish com- 
munity could follow. 


THE AJ COMMITTEE has a right to its view, much 
as we regret to see this evidence of a return to a shtadlunut 
policy. 

The question here though is whether in the light of 
the failure to meet with Khrushchev the mistakes, if any, 
were those that can be laid at the feet of the Presidents 
Conference. We think not. A democratic society differs 
from an autocratic one or dictatorship in that the decisions 
are made not by a single agency or person who assume 
that they act in the welfare of the entire group. Under 
such a democratic procedure, the place of public opinion 
and the press is safeguarded. 


THE PARTNERSHIP of the B’nai B’rith and the 
American Jewish Committee, both in the Joint Defense 
Appeal and in withdrawing from the NCRAC, has removed 
from the American Jewish Committee the kind of pressure 
which would serve to unify (not make uniform) the Amer- 
ican Jewish community 

The least that can be said about this situation is that 
Mr. Klutznick lends moral support to the American Jew- 
ish Committee not to work with the other U. S. Jewish 
organizations when it feels that its own vested interests 
are best served otherwise. 


WHEN MR. KLUTZNICK makes vigorous efforts to 
bring some unity in the vital field of community rela- 
tions, we think his utterances such as those against Mr. 
Ehrmann might have more effect. 


GERSHON AGRON 


If anyone belied his age, it was Gershon Agron, mayor 

of Jerusalem, whose fame, at least in the American Jew- 

: ish community, rested on his founding of The Jerusalem 
Post. Gershon was 65 years old. 


VIGOROUS LIKE a man of 50, he was well-known 
to American Jewry, with whose leaders he was intimately 
acquainted, perhaps more so than most Israeli visitors to 
the U.S. becauce of the easy camaraderie bred into news- 
paper people. 

If most Americans didn’t really look upon Gershon 
as an Israeli, it was not because he didn’t epitomize the 
great courage of the Sabra, but because Gershon was in 
fact educated in the U. S., where he lived from the age 
of 13 until he joined the Jewish Legion after his gradu- 
ation from Temple University. 


HE COULD ALMOST be said, therefore, to be an 
American who made a heroic contribution to Israel. 
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I. D. Blumenthal, of Charlotte, N. C., one 
of the few creative people in the U. S. Jewish 
community, advises us of the difficulty he 
is currently encountering in finding a rabbi 
to fill the circuit-riding pulpit which he and 
the North Carolina Association of Men estab- 
lished some few years ago. 


THIS IS NO ordinary pulpit, as its name 
indicates, and consequently this accounts for 
the problem of finding a qualified candidate 
for the post. The pay is good—$10,000 a year 
plus expenses. But the conditions of the pul- 
pit are difficult, and the possibilities of ad- 
vancement may not be equal with those of a 
pulpit in a large urban center. 


But the challenge is tremendous. 


Long before this, the circuit-riding rabbi 
should have been a fact of American Jewish 
life in many other parts of the country. But 
there is only one Dick Blumenthal (he is also 
the originator, together with Maurice Wein- 
stein, of the B’nai B’rith Institutes of Juda- 
ism) and our rabbinical leadership today has 
other axes to grind—mainly the race to get 
money and the need to outdistance its com- 
petitors. 


THE IDEA OF service to the Jewish com- 
munity is not one which you could say dis- 
tinguishes the American rabbinate, especially 
where some sacrifice is required. 


To get back to the unfilled post, the 
original program of a circuit-riding rabbi in 
North and South Carolina has been so suc- 
cessful that a number of communities served 
have built edifices of their own, and the need 
is now not for one rabbi, but for two. 


AS THE SMALL communities tasted the 
benefits that accrued to them through the 
services of a rabbi, they wanted more of this 
service. So that whereas heretofore the cir- 
cuit-riding rabbi might conduct prayer ses- 
sions or Hebrew classes once a month in their 
town, or every other week, they now want 
and require greater and more frequent rabbin- 
ical service. 

So that as soon as the original post is 
filled, the search will no doubt go on for 
the second rabbi, 


WE ASKED Dick whether he had gone 
to the heads of our rabbinical seminaries to 
help him, and he replied in the affirmative. 
This means that either these seminaries do 
not want to help fill this pulpit or they are 
unable to find any rabbi who will accept the 
challenge. Either alternative is a sad com- 
mentary. 


The P-O played a role in promoting the 
idea of a circuit-riding rabbi, and feels a re- 
sponsibility here. We believe that all the rabbis 
who so far have held the pulpit were origin- 
ally secured through the P-O. We hope there- 
fore that this write-up will excite the imag- 
ination of enough young men in the rabbinate, 
who will respond to this challenge for service 
such as hardly can be equalled anywhere else 
in the U. S. Jewish community. 


BACK IN 1957 Sir Isaiah Berlin, a Fellow 
of All Souls College, of Oxford University, 
delivered the Lucian Wolf Memorial Lecture, 
choosing as his subject, “The Life and Opin- 
ions of Moses Hess.” 


The address, clear and concise, comprises 
49 pages in a slim booklet published by W. 
Heffer and Sons, Ltd., Cambridge, It is fas- 
cinating reading to one who wants to under- 
stand the background of the current of 
thoughts which now stream through both Jew- 
ish life and through the world of today. 


HESS PRECEDED Herzl — as of course 
did several others—in calling for the restora- 
tion of the Jewish state. The Jew would be 
despised as long as he had no place he could 
call his home. But aside from this, Hess’ life, 
as traced by the speaker, gives insight into 
the intellectual ferment among the thinking 
Jews of 100 years ago. 


For those who won’t follow the sugges- 
tion that they read this address, we might 
say that Hess was ridiculed by Karl Marx 
and Engels and the other dialectical materi- 
alists who preached expropriation of the pro- 
pertied classes. Hess maintained that good- 
ness in people was not limited to any class, 
Unless the new society was imbued by this 
feeling, substituting one class of property

owners for another class would end only in 
dictatorship. 


BERLIN OFFERS the very appealing 
thesis that Marx took out on the capitalists 
the hatred that consumed him subconsciously, 
because as a Jew society despised and would 
not accept him—even though his father be. 
fore him had relieved him of the necessity of 
converting to Christianity. 


How Hess, a principal architect of Com. 
munism through his influence on Marx and 
Engels, came to advocate the Israel that ig

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I am interested in 
knowing the origin of my family name: 
Alper. Both parents were from Austria. Father 
was from Dombrowa. I understand that Alper 
was the name of Father’s father and also his 
grandparents.—PEARL A. KAUFMAN, Buf: 
falo, N. Y. 
ALPER is one of the great 
names in Israel. It is the 
same as the name Halpern 
which is also spelled Heil- 
prin, Halfron, Heilbronn 
and in nearly 50 other 
ways. In your spelling the 
initial “H” was left out 
due to a local inability 
to pronounce an_ initial 
“H”,. The name is derived 
from the name of the ancient city of Heil- 
bronn in the state of Wurttemberg, Ger- 
many, which the family wished to com- 
memorate. Upon leaving Germany the 
family split up into four different branches, 
each in a different country. More than 
200 rabbis bore this name, among them 
two wonderworkers named Joel ben Isaac 
Halpern and Joel ben Uri Halpern, both 
of whom bore the mystic title of Baal- 
shem.

RUDMAN is a family name of geograph- 

ical origin being taken from the name 
of the town of Rudomino or Rudminna 
which is located on the river of the same 
name in the district of Wilno, Lithuania.

Community center leaders will 
be the first to admit that the 
knowledge and interpretation of 
Judaism is not the domain of 
their special training. They have 
neither the required educational 
packground to “formulate their 





own conceptions of Jewish val- 


ues” as Dr. Shapiro urges them 
to do, nor the desire “to fight tor 
their inactment.” 

Everyone, except perhaps Dr. 
Shapiro, knows that rabbis have 
no dictatorial powers in com- 
munal or congregational affairs. 
The frequent disregard of their 
religious instruction by individ- 
uals and organizations is suffi- 
cient proof that they do not 
possess powers of dictation. 

In the last analysis, what is the 
chief concern of rabbis in regard 
to community center activities? 
Is it not only this: That these 





activities contain some measure 
of Jewish content and that these 
activities be conducted in keeping 
with the religious sensitivities of 
all Jews in the community. This 
is a fundamental premise in all 
activities of Jewish institutions 
and most community center lead- 
ers subscribe to it. 

It is unfortunate that Dr. Sha- 
piro chooses to create a division 
(where none now exists) between 
rabbis and community center 
leaders.

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Community Leadership Needs Transfusion of Young People 


By CARL ALPERT 

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. — 
What can be done, what is being 
done to develop new, young lead- 
ership for Jewish community 
life? This was but one of many 
questions raised at the annual 
General As- 
sembly of the 
Council of Jew- 
ish Federations 
and Welfare 
Funds which 
has just con- 
cluded four 
days of deliber- 
ations here. 
Representa- 

Alpert tives of several 
communities told of their experi- 
ences in involving young men 
and women in the fund-raising 
activities of the local Federation, 
and it was generally agreed that 
much remained to be done. 

THIS PARTICULAR session 
was so occupied with the nar- 
ration of community success 
stories, however, that it never 
really got down to some of the 
basic problems, and a group of 
local San Francisco young men, 
seated near me, came closer to 
the mark with their whispered 
comments than did the speakers 
at the head table. 

Success in fund-raising is not 
a yardstick of the development 
of new leadership. Indeed, one of 
the reasons why young men and 
women of ability often steer 
clear of involvement is the feeling

that their services are really 
wanted only for collection pur- 
poses. They feel that the com 
munity is merely letting them 
play at leadership, while trying 
to utilize them to “cover cards.” 


THE FIRST STEP in the de- 
velopment of new leadership ma- 
terial of quality must be an edu- 
cational one. Intelligent involve- 
ment in community affairs must 
be based on knowledge and un- 
derstanding of Jewish life, Jew- 
ish affairs and Jewish problems 
There is no point to “covering 
the cards” if in his heart the 
young man secretly asks: “What 
for? Why do we have to help 
Israel? Why must we be con- 
cerned with Jewish survival in 
America anyhow? Wouldn’t it be 
better and cheaper to blur the 
distinctions which separate us 
from our non-Jewish neighbors?” 

Hand in hand with the intell- 
lectual approach to this problem, 
there must also be created an 
emotional, a spiritual, a_senti- 
mental attitude. After all, these 
are human problems with which 
we are dealing. 


AND EVEN while the educa- 
tional process is being carried 
forward, the young people con- 
cerned should be placed in posi- 
tions of responsibllity in commu- 
nity affairs. Here comes the rub. 
Will the veteran office-holders 
who talk so glibly of giving up 
their posts if only they could fina

Suit Hits Closing

TRENTON, N. J. (P-O) — A

suit in Federal Court against the 
recently - passed Sunday Blue 
Laws which bar stores from 
opening on Sunday.
